~NEW HOTEL PLANNED. 


Three-Story Brick Structure Will be 
Well Equipped. 

Another hotel is to be erected in 
Jacksonville, a permit having been is- 
sued to C. T, Doty, for the construc. 
tion of a three-story brick building at 
the corner of Adams and Washington 
streets. The hotel will have about 
thirty roams, ten on each floor, with 
private baths and all modern improve- 
ments. The ground floor will be con- 
structed to allow of six store rooms. 
The proximity of the new building to 
the new terminals of the Clyde Line 
and Merchants and Miners line, will 
make the hotel a favorite with travel- 
ers, 

A five-story brick and re-inforced 
concrete building will represent a cost 
of about $20,000 and will be construct- 
ed in an up-to-date manner, Work on 
the Corse building will commence in 
a short time, and before the next 
winter season it will be ready for use. 

The construction of the two build- 
ings mentioned above is in keeping 
with the growth of the city and the 
trend of business men to take advan- 
tage of the demand for new structures 
outside of the old business district, 
which formerly comprised but a few 
city blocks, 


BIG BARGE EXPLODES. 


Damage "to Property is Estimated at 
$150,0CO—Houses Catch Fire. 

An explosion which occurred 
abourd the barge Gumble in the har- 
bor at Port Arthur, Texas, caused the 
death of one man and the destruction 
by fire of $150,000 worth of property. 
The explosion wag felt for several 
miles. Three barges, a tug and three 
vessels filled with ofl at the Texas 
company’s terminals were destroyed. 

The captain of the Gumble was 
blown into the air a distance of 60 or 
100 feet, and instantly killed. Seamen 
standing a few feet away were unin- 
jured. 

Following the explosion the Gumble 
was enveloped in flames. Three barges 
moored alongside and a tug caught 
and were soon burning fiercely. The 
fire then spread to the warehouses of 
the Texas company, and the Case oil 
in these buildings was soon sending 
flames high into the air, threatening 
destruction to vast property along the 
water front. At noon the fire was un- 
der control. Other ‘shipping in the 
harbor was uninjured. 


PANAMA CANAL LOAN.

$134,631,980, leaving an unsold bal-
